NEW YtJRK, July 1—Roaring production, 
full 
employment and 
civilian economy heavily restricted by the insatiable dem ands of war— 
that was the picture of American Industry and business a t th e half-w ay 
mark of 1943. 
Production stepped up to a rate undreamed of a few years ago. Yet 
so m uch of th at output was war m ateriel th a t the civilian got less and 
less, and m uch of th a t was rationed. 
The goal foi^war production in 1943 was liitecf to 1106,000,000,000 and 
we were already producing war m aterials at a rate nearly six tim es as 
great as before Pearl Harbor. The 1943 goals is 80 percent greater than 
1942 s total of $59,000,000,000. It Includes munitions, war construction, and 
.the paying, feeding and equipping of the armed forces.

W ar Produc­ 
tion Board chairm an, said: ‘T o ­ 
day, we the turning out nearly 
as much .m aterial for war, m eas­ 
ured in dollar value, as we ever 
produced for our peacetime needs 
—and we have enough industrial 
power left over to keep civilian

All this production boosted the 
national income 
to 
an estimated 
$135,000,000,000 
a year. 
And this 
a t a time when there was less and 
less 
available 
in consumer goods. 
That provided the element* for a 
dangerous Inflation, and the prob­ 
lem of preventing a runaway rise 
to the price level achieved impor­ 
tance second only to that of win­ 
ning the war. 
•Die steps taken to prevent or 
control inflation were many, and 
each became the subject of bitter 
controversy. More and more items 
were rationed. 
Wages and salaries 
were ordered stabilized and frozen 
to a formula based on the cost of 
living. And strenuous efforts were 
exerted to keep the cost of living 
where it was—or nearly there. It 
bad already risen 26 per cent since 
the war started in 1939. “Roll-back" 
subsidies were attempted to keep 
food prices particularly from getting 
out of hand.

“manpower 
shortage”. So serious did it become 
that elaborate regulations were is­ 
sued to stop pirating of workers, to 
institute longer work weeks, and to 
get man and woman-power Into the 
Industrie»

with the war effort. 


Reflecting

m ent generally, 
the 
New York 
stock m arket stretched 
Its 
ad­ 
vance into a 15-month bull m ar­ 
ket, 
The Associated Press aver­ 
age of 60 issues hit $41-73 a share 
cm Jan, 2, and th at point, higher 
than the best of 1942, has remained 
the lowest of this year. 
Steadily advancing prices pushed 
the AP average to a peak for more 
than three years a t $52.20 a share 
by early June, with only brief re­ 
actions m arking the upward trend. 
Stock Trading Increase« 
With 
the higher prices 
came 
better times for brokers 
in 
the 
form of 
increased public partic­ 
ipation in 
the stock m arket. Com­
